for marching past. At one point it rises to a height which com- 
mands the whole extent, and would therefore be convenient for 
8 rs. There is no gorse or long heather The soil is pure 
sand, so that it would not be muddy even in the heaviest rain, and 
is covered with very short heather and Iceland moss. There is an open 
pine-wood in оге part of the ground, very suitable for skirmishing, 
while in another part there is a broad revine containing cottages 
and orchards. The crest is рәнү open. The scenery &ll round 
is most beautiful, and the lane by w. the heath ig approached 
from Ohilworth is very picturesque. 

“9, As regards восе:в, Guildford Station is three miles and а half 
from the path going by Chilworth, but somewhat less if approached 
by a lane marked on the Ordnance map, which we did not observe. 
Lerd Traro has undertaken the arrangements with the railway 
authorities, and he informe me thet the managers state that they 
have no difficulty whatever in conveying 20,000 men, and were 
prepared to make the requisite arrangements 88 regarde station ac- 
commodation. They will remove the cattle pens at Ohilworth and 
briog into use some railway sidings st Shalford, which have 
hitherto not been used. They engage to have return traffic trains 
in perfect readiness to receive regiments every ten mi- 
nutes, both at Shelford and Chilworth.

Messrs. Taunton, of the Cannon Brewery, Guildford, ex- 
press their readiness to refreshments for any number of 
men, but there will no doubt be abundspee of other parties both 
from the neighbourhood and from London ready to set up booths 
with refreshments on the edge of the heath.

AUSTRIA. 

The Emperor of Austria reóeiv.d tho popular deputation from 
Schleswig. His Majesty, in reply to their address, said :— 

“f rejoice with you at the successes attained by the valour of the 
allied armies, whereby an end has been put to your and your com- 
patriots’ sufferinge. ‘The greatness of the sacrifloes made in the in- 
terest of your cause affords you в fresh guarantee that not merely 
passing a!leviation,. but also lasting satisfaction, will be given to 
the just claims of your country. 

“Providence has imposed duties upon me which I cannot permit 
desires threatening the general peace to override. 1 confidently 
hope that an honourable and assured future may be attained, in 
every way corresponding to the principles of right and the condi- 
tions of your welfare.” 


DENMARK. 

An address to the King has been adopted almost unanimously by 
both houses of the Rigsdag. It concludes as follows :— 

“Oar consolation in this most serious time is that the King will 
uphold our liberty avd independence, and not allow Denmark to be 
weakened by dissolving our union with Schleswig. The people 
reckon on the declaration of the Government that the war shall be 
energetically prosecuted, and they trast that the King will convince 
the nations of Europe that the Danes are willing to make any 
sacrifice to preserve their nationality and their right to govern 
themselves.” 

The address of the Rigsdag was presented to the King. His 
Majesty desired the presence of all the members on that occasion. 
In reply to the address, his Majesty said:—‘I thank you for the 
expression of your fidelity. Beiying upon you and upon the loyalty 


of the Danish people, I shall firmly adhere to my policy, and hold 
out to the utmost of my power. I sball make every effort to obtain 
such conditions of peace as may be beneficial to merk. I will 
admit of no abolition of the existing political connexion between 
the Kingdom and Schleswig. І wish to bes free King over a free 

le. A king is only free when his country is independent, and 
when the constitutional condition is maintained and developed.” 
His Majesty concluded by saying:—''God grant that at my death 
this epitaph may deservedly be inscribed upon my tomb: ‘A truer 
heart ne'er beat for Denmark.’” 

The Dagbladett publishes an article, im which it says:—“ The 
English Government opposes the violent acts of Germany by empty 
demonstrations. It accepts the sophisms of Germany in order to 
avoid war. А conference on the basis of е personal union between 
Denmark and Schleswig and Holstein would be the destruction of 
Denmark's freedom and independence, Under euch circumstances 
the integrity of Denmark is worthless. The Danish people must, 
before all, look for deliverance from their own exertions, aud pro- 
seoute the war with the greatest energy. The fall of Denmark 
must be bought with blood. Diplomatic strokes of the pen shall not 
wipe out а nation of а thousand years’ standing.” 

POLAND. 

The Journal des Debats saye that several of the Jews of Warsaw, 
heving refused to comply with the decree of the 6th of February, 
o.dering them to cease wearing their Jewish cestame, they have 
for several days been exposed to outrages and insults of every kind. 
The most and. respectable ciiizema were dragged to the 
guard-house, where the police agents tore t| garments off their 
backs, end ў the hair out of their heads and beards. The 
guards аб town barriers even exceeded the police in the arbi- 
кы, masser with which they executed the decree. They allow 
no Jew to pass without forcing him to change his costume and 
cut his haie, and this operation is always agcompanied by violence 
and ill-trestment. The excesses committed by these agente have

CITY OF LONDON.—A new and very effective drama, emr 
titled “ A Year and е Day," drematised from the Obristmas tale 
which appeared in the interesting pages of Bow BELLS, was pro- 
duced at tois establishment on Saturday evening last.

(Mr. 3. Hughes) one of the twin sons, enters, and we soon find that, 
though а mine owner, he is leader of the Trapper band, or mountain 
robbers, and that Black Johnston is his lieutenant. He is informed by 
the latter that Madge knows too much for their safety. Au order 
is given to thrust ber fortb, with the quiet understanding that she 
is to be captured and conveyed to the mine. Edward Mo'gaa (Mr. 
W. Travers), the other brother, now enters and protects Madge, who 
escapes. Thns ends an effective scene. We next havea beautiful 
scene from the Bow BELLS picture of the exterior of old Morgan's 
cottage, and the betrothal of Edward Morgan to Maud Llewelwyn 
(Miss A. Clifton), only daughter of a retired gentleman, aud а visitor 
to Morgan's Christmas party. The marriage is to take plac» іп “а year 
and a day.”

Armstrong enters, and whispers to 
Maud:tbat the military and her friends are arriving, and telis her to 
pour wine into the muske:s of the robbers ‘This she does, aud then 
climbs up the rocks to look out. On the bridge over the cataract she 
is intercepted by Johnston. A struggle takes place. Armstrong 
comes to the rescue, and hurls Jobnstou over into the torrent. A 
gan is fired; Ralph enters, to find himself betrayed. He is de- 
termined Edward shall die, and rushes to effect his parpose, bnt is 
stayed by Madge, whom Ralph stabs. At this moment the military 
appear on the rocks; the robbers try to fire, bat cannot. Ralph 
and severa! are killed, aud the parents and friends appear on the 
scene, ав Madge staggers in with Edward. Explanatious follow the 
mutual embracing, and then Madge confeases that George 
Armstrovg is brother to Edward; that she was instigated 
io change the children by the doctor, ag a sum of 
money was to be paid during the lifetime of the boy, who it was 
supposed would die. Hence the change for one of Morgan's sons. 
Papers are discovered containing these facts. The families are 
again wealthy, and ail troubles to the lovers end іп а year and е 
day. The last scene, with real water, is admirably managed, and 
loudly applauded. The principal characters are well sustained, 
and all parties were loudly called for on the fall of the curtaia. For 
а first night, the drama went off with success. We must not omit 
mentioning the John Lump of Mr. Steyne and the Betty Green 
of Miss A. Vining.

Омктвоз Law —The conductor of an omnibus running between Balls- 
pond- gate and the Ci'y was summonei by Mr. John Webb, to show cause 
why bs unlawfully refused to admit and carry him at the lawfal fare 
wheo tbore was room and no reasonable objection was made. Mr. Beard, 
of Basinghall-street, attended for the aefence, instructed by the London 
Чөрсгө! )mnibus Company, and said that asthe company were desirous 
of Going everything for the eomfort of the passengers, they would be ready 
to do auything that the magistrate might wish, so that the Court might not 
be troubled with auch a question on а future occasion. The facta of the 
case will be gathered from the jadgment. Mr. D'&yncoart, in giving Judg- 
ment, said: I am glad to йай that the opinion which I intimated Ja.t wee. 
—that passengers may book their places in omnibuses, and so have a prior 
claim to the seats so engaged, is in accordance with the decisions of other 
magistrates on t abject; and it certainly appears to me that во to decide 
is not oaly right matter of legal constraction, but als» best for the con- 
venionce of the public. By the 38rd section of tne 6th and 7th of Victoria, 
cap 86, it 18 made an offeucs to “refuse to admit a: the lawfal fare any 
passenger for whom there із room," aud to “ whom no reasonable objection 
is mado:'' and the only question is whether the words “for whom there 
fa room" preciude the proprietors from booking places for passengers 
beforhand. It used to be held ground of go'ton against the proprietors of 
а stage coach to refuse to take & passenger for whom there was room; bat 
it would have been a complete answer to that action that the place in 
question had been booked for another person. So the Act in question 
seems to mo only intended to carry out the old law on tha subject, and 
to enforce the observance of it by imposing penalties, instead of 
driviog aggrieved persons to bring sections. Had it been intended 
to take sway the right of engaging places beforehand more express and 
pironger words woul! have been used. It is easy, however, to вее шаў 
people migh* suffer from the caprice of а conduc.or, especially on a wet 
morniag, unless strict proof of pi-ces being engaged were required. In the 
present даве. for iastance, the omnibus was qaite empty waen the com. 
piainant asked for edwission, and he із entitled to call upon the conductor 
to prove strictly that every place was engaget, and not only engaged, but 
either paid for orto be paid for, whether the person engaging it afterwards 
took his seat or not. { shall order the defendant to pay a penalty of 208. 
and costs, Mr. Beard asked that tho роавігу might be remitted on the 
groun of the good character of the defendunt, end the complainant also 
joined ia that reqaeat, Ме D'Egnoouri remitted the fine to 5s, which the 
complainant paid for the defendant.

SINGULAR ACTION FOR SLANDER. 


Ix the Court of Exchequer bas been tried a case, 
Brown v. Sidney, being an action for slaader, and 
also for the recovery of certain coachmakers' 


tools. 


Mr. Serjeant Atkinson was counsel for the 
plaintiff; and Mr. Serjeant Parry and Mr. 


Howard for the defendant. 


The peculiarity in this caso was that the plain- 
tiff, who sought damages for slander, was a re- 
turned convict. He had been sentenced to penal 
servitude for forgery, and en being disoharged 
from prison in 1860 he eet up in business as a 
coach builder. im 1882 be became а bankrupt, 
and was now В working coaeomsker. In 1863 
he became acquainted with the defendant, a coach 
builder in the Pentonville-road, who employed 
him ез a journeyman in his workshop. Ulti- 
mately some differevce arose between thom as to 
the plaintiffs charges, and the alleged slan/et 
consisted in the defendant statiag, with the addi- 
tion of certain epithets, that he was а rogue and 
had robbed him by overeharges for the work he 
had done.

The defendant denied having uttered the al- 
leged slander, and said he only complained of 
the plaintiff having made some very serious over- 
charges.

The court bad been 
packed the previous day in the expeotation that 
the trial would come ор, but nothing was done 
except the swearing in of а special jury, which 
consisted of а class of men so respectable that 
some of them were magistrates There had been 
rumours of a compromise, but this was so difficult 
to accomplivh that after the failure of reposted 
efforts the pleadings were opened by the janior 
counsel before an agreement was «ffected. At 
leugth the leading counsel appeared— Serjeant 
Armstrong for the pitintiffs, and Serjeant Sulli- 
van for the dilendant— and stopped the case by 
announcing the terms on which a settlement had 
been effected. There were two actions, in each 
of which the damages were laid at £10,000. 
In the first tho plaintiff was the Rev. Samuel Fer- 
gusop, of Moyne Glebe, ih the county of Tip- 
perary, and the action was brought for the re- 
covery of damages for the seduction of Julia 
Caroline Ferguson, his daughter, whereby she 
became pregnant, acd he lost her services. The 
delendaut had pleaded a denial of the seduction, 
and tbe (кепе for the jury was whether this plea, 
which involved а foul Imputétion on the lady's 
character, was (гое er hot.
